To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

West  Bromwich  Education  Committee. 


Sin,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Seventeenth 
Annual  Report  on  School  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment 
for  the  Year  1924. 

The  examinations  followed  the  same  lines  as  those  of 
last  year,  i.e. — Routine  Inspections  of  Entrants,  Interme¬ 
diates  and  Leavers,  and  all  children  in  the  Secondary 
School. 

In  addition,  it  was  found  possible  to  make  a  special 
complete  survey  of  the  Physically  and  Mentally  Defective 
children  in  the  town,  including  those  not  in  attendance 
at  School.  The  result  of  this  survey  has  been  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  alteration  in  Table  III,  which  I  believed  to  be  an 
accurate  statement  of  the  number  of  these  children  at  the 
end  of  1924.  In  previous  years  certain  of  the  figures  were 
arrived  at  by  estimation  of  the  whole  school  population, 
as  compared  with  the  age  periods  actually  examined, 
allowance  being  made  for  those  seen  at  special  inspections. 

The  extension  of  the  treatment  facilities  include  the 
appointment  of  an  Eye  Specialist  to  deal  with  special  cases 
of  eye  disease  and  defective  vision,  the  starting  of  a  special 
Ear  and  Throat  Session  on  Thursday  afternoons,  taken 
by  myself,  and  the  extension  of  the  School  Nursing  Service 
provided  by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  all  of  which 
are  referred  to  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

I  would  like  once  more  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  assistance  given  and  the  interest  taken  in  the  School 
Medical  Work  by  the  members  of  the  Education  Committee, 
and  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  hard  work  and  cordial 
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co-operation  of  Drs.  Hamilton,  Unsworth,  Eileen  Trimble, 
Mrs.  Hadley  (School  Dentist),  Mr.  Lewis  (Director  of 
Education),  Miss  Robinson  and  the  Staff  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association,  the  Head  Teachers,  the  Attendance 
Officers,  and  finally,  though  by  no  means  least,  to  Mr.  Poxon, 
to  whose  efforts  the  co-ordination  of  the  records  is  due,  and 
by  whom  the  clerical  work  is  so  ably  performed. 

I  cannot  close  my  introductory  remarks  without  reference 
to  Health,  Education,  and  Baby  Week.  No  one  more  than 
myself  appreciated  the  value  of  the  work  done  by  the  Teachers 
throughout  the  Borough,  over  a  period  of  more  than 
six  months,  and  few  better  than  myself  know  the  amount  of 
work  involved.  If  any  good  accrued  to  the  health  and 
physique  of  the  School  Children,  and  the  town,  as  a  result 
of  the  effort — and  I  am  personally  convinced  that  the  harvest 
thereof  will  be  reaped  for  many  years  to  come — that  good 
is  largely  due  to  the  unremitting  energies  of  all  the  teachers 
who  will,  I  am  sure,  forgive  me  for  specially  mentioning 
Mr.  J.  Johnson  and  Mr.  Jermine.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
teachers  and  the  splendid  work  of  the  children  under  their 
charge,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  audiences  at  the  Town 
Hall  would  have  been  one-fifth  the  size  they  were.

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The  Report  on  the  School  Medical  Work  for  1924  is 
arranged  to  follow  as  closely  as  possible  the  order  of  the 
Statistical  Tables,  which  appear  at  the  end,  and  which  are 
in  a  new  form  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 


TABLE  I. 


This  Table  shows  an  increase  of  105  in  the  Entrants 
Examinations,  178  in  the  Intermediate  group,*  and  a  decrease 
of  84  in  the  Leavers,  a  net  increase  of  199. 

Special  Inspections  and  re-examinations  respectively 
show  an  increase  of  312  and  391  compared  with  last  year.

Routine  Inspections  were  made  by  Drs.  Hamilton, 
Uns worth  and  Eileen  Trimble  in  the  schools,  who  examined 
three  groups  of  children — Entrants  (born  in  1918),  Inter¬ 
mediates  (born  in  1914),  and  Leavers  (born  in  1911).  The 
results  of  the  examinations  are  shown  in  Table  II,  columns 
2  to  7. 

In  June  and  July  Dr.  Unsworth  was  unfortunately 
away  ill,  and  in  October  her  resignation  took 'effect.  During 
her  period  of  illness  and  subsequent  to  her  resignation,  Dr. 
Eileen  Trimble  was  appointed  locum,  pending  the  filling 
of  the  vacancy.  Dr.  Anne  Simpson,  who  was  eventually 
appointed,  did  not  commence  her  duties  until  the  beginning 
of  March,  1925. 

Special  Inspections  at  the  Clinic  were  done  by  myself, 
cases  being  submitted  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officers,  Head  Teachers,  School  Nurses,  Attendance  Officers, 
and  the  Attendance  and  Appeals  Committee,  with  a  few 
from  Private  Doctors,  and  occasional  cases  by  the  Inspector 
of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  The  result  of  these  inspections  is 
shown  in  columns  8  and  9  of  Table  II.

Malnutrition.  Routine  Inspection  revealed  a  smaller 
number  of  cases  requiring  treatment,  or  to  be  kept  under 
observation,  in  all  the  groups  examined,  especially  the 
Entrants  and  Leavers. 


Uncleanliness.  This  Group,  which  includes  Verminous 
condition  of  Head  and  Body,  Ringworm  of  Head  and 
Body,  Scabies,  Impetigo  and  Blepharitis  and  Conjunctivitis, 
shows  an  apparent  increase  of  222  cases  requiring  treatment. 
This  increase  is  partly  due  to  two  outbreaks  of  Con¬ 
junctivitis  in  two  Schools,  but  mainly  to  the  fact 
that  many  cases  of  slight  impetigo  are  now  sent  up  for 
treatment  which  were  previously  ignored  by  the  teachers 
and  parents  as  trivial. 

I  cannot  too  cordially  commend  this  assistance  given 
to  the  School  Medical  Service  by  the  Teachers  and  the 
parents,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  is  still  necessary  in 
certain  instances  to  put  cases  in  the  hands  of  the  Inspector 
of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  I  am  personally  indebted  for,  and  would 
especially  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  valuable 
work  which  is  done  by  the  Inspector,  and  the  zeal  with 
which  he  follows  up  cases.  It  speaks  highly  for  the  efficiency 
of  his  personal  influence  that  he  seldom  now  has  to  resort 
to  prosecution  in  order  to  obtain  a  vast  improvement  of 
the  condition  reported  to  him. 


Skin  Conditions.  Once  more  the  number  dealt  with 
which  were  not  due  to  uncleanliness  exceeded  the  number 
that  were  due  to  this  cause,  and,  as  stated  last  year,  the 
majority  of  them  were  of  a  trivial  character.  Many  of 
those  seen  at  the  Clinic  could  be  dealt  with  and  cured  within 
two  or  three  days,  whereas  several  weeks  would  have  been 
necessary  had  they  not  been  sent  up  in  the  very  early  stages 
of  the  trouble. 


Eye  Diseases.  During  the  past  two  years  several 
cases  have  arisen  in  which  the  diagnosis  of  disease,  or  the 
prescription  of  spectacles  had  caused  the  Medical  Officers 
considerable  trouble.  A  report  thereon  was  submitted  to  the 
Committee,  who  decided  to  appoint  Dr.  Charles  Rudd, 
M.B.,  Ch.B.  (B'ham.),  D.O.M.S.,  R.C.P.S.  (Eng.),  as  special 
Opthalmic  Surgeon,  at  a  salary  of  twenty  guineas  per  annum 
for  8  sessions.  This  came  into  force  in  June,  and  during 
the  rest  of  the  year  under  review  31  special  cases  were  seen 
by  Dr.  Rudd  in  5  attendances.  Of  these  cases  he  elected 
to  see  5  at  the  Eye  Hospital  for  slight  operation,  or  further 
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refraction.  This  provision  by  the  Committee  has  relieved 
the  Medical  Officers  of  a  very  considerable  amount  of  anxiety 
in  difficult  cases. 


As  previously  stated,  the  number  of  cases  of  Blepharitis 
and  Conjunctivitis  is  in  excess  of  the  number  noted  last 
year.  The  increase  in  Blepharitis  is  due  to  the  increased 
vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  parents,  and  the 
increase  of  Conjunctivitis  is  due  to  two  definite  outbreaks 
in  Schools  which  were  the  subject  of  special  investigation 
by  Medical  Officers  and  School  Nurses. 

The  other  Eye  diseases  are  very  similar  in  number  to 
those  of  previous  years. 

With,  regard  to  Defective  Vision  the  Routine  and  Special 
examinations  show  a  reduction  of  120  in  the  number  of 
children  found  to  require  treatment  by  spectacles. 

Cases  of  Squint  requiring  treatment  are  12  in  excess 
of  last  year. 

Ears.  The  number  of  children  seen  suffering  from 
defective  hearing,  discharging  ears,  and  wax  in  the  ears, 
was  just  over  300.  Of  these  54  required  no  immediate 
treatment,  and  the  remaining  249  were  referred  for  treatment 
either  by  the  Clinic  or  their  own  private  Doctor.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  were  those  of  discharging  ears  due 
mainly  to  the  diseases  of  infancy  (Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  etc.)  and  also  to  chronic  nasal  obstruction, 
primarily  brought  on  by  the  use  of  the  dummy  during  the 
first  few  months  of  life. 

The  system  of  referring  chronic  Otorrhoea  in  children 
at  the  Fever  Hospital  to  the  Clinic,  on  leaving  hospital, 
has  been  continued,  and  a  large  number  of  cures  have  been 
rapidly  affected,  thus  preventing  life-long  discharge  and 
deafness. 

As  previously  mentioned,  a  special  session  for  ears 
has  been  instituted  since  October,  enabling  me  to  see  these 
cases  at  more  frequent  intervals,  and  to  keep  in  closer  touch 
with  the  treatment  carried  out  by  the  nurses  under  my 
instruction. 


Nose  and  Throat.  Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  being  a 
constant  cause  of  ear  discharge,  are  dealt  with  on  Thursday

afternoons,  and  a  larger  number  of  children  is  now  being 
submitted  to  the  local  hospital  for  treatment. 

The  number  of  defects  found  on  Routine  Inspection 
varies  very  little  from  those  noted  in  previous  records. 

Speech.  The  number  of  cases  of  defective  speech 
discovered  at  Medical  Inspections  remain  the  same  as  last 
year.  Further  investigation  of  the  figures  obtained  from 
a  special  survey  of  the  schools  with  reference  to  defective 
speech  elicited  the  fact  that  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
119  children  reported  by  the  Head  Teachers  really  required 
special  treatment,  and  those  children  were  so  wide-spread 
throughout  the  Borough  that  it  was  not  felt  advisable  to 
recommend  the  Committee  to  make  special  provision  for 
their  tuition  in  the  absence  of  a  special  day  school  for  defec¬ 
tives.  In  very  few  instances  was  the  defect  so  severe  as  to 
seriously  interfere  with  education  at  an  ordinary  school. 

Teeth.  There  was  a  reduction  of  34  compared  with 
the  previous  year  found  on  Routine  and  Special  Inspections 
urgently  in  need  of  Dental  Treatment,  but  the  number 
of  cases  which  could  reasonably  be  left  to  the  dentist 
to  be  dealt  with  at  her  next  Routine  Inspection  showed 
an  increase  of  nearly  250. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment 
is  satisfactory,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  marked 
for  observation  by  the  dentist  is  a  sign  of  increased  vigilance 
of  the  Medical  Officers  in  the  earlier  detection  of  defects 
in  the  teeth. 

Other  defects  under  Table  II  show  very  little  deviation 
from  previous  reports — Heart  and  Circulation,  Lungs  and 
Tuberculosis  being  much  as  previously  referred  to. 


TABLE  III. 

Table  III  sets  forth  the  number  of  children  who  are 
Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  Mentally  Deficient,  and  this 
year  includes  the  result  of  a  special  survey  undertaken  by 
Dr.  Eileen  Trimble  and  myself,  of  all  the  Schools  in  the  town, 
and  all  the  children  known  to  the  Head  Teachers  who  are 
not  attending  School.  The  list  was  considered  to  be  ab¬ 
solutely  complete  as  in  most  instances  the  Teachers  had 
been  notified  of  the  date  and  object  of  the  visit,  and  had 
consulted  the  Attendance  Officers,

Several  children  who  had  not  been  admitted  to  School 
on  account  of  defects  which  precluded  them  from  attaining 
any  advantage  from  education  in  a  public  elementary  school, 
were  brought  to  school  and  submitted  for  examination 
by  the  Medical  Officers.  It  has  since  been  discovered 
that  certain  children,  especially  among  the  mentally  defectives 
and  cripples,  were  missed,  but  this  table  is  much  more  accurate 
than  in  previous  years. 

The  Committee  has  at  present  under  consideration  the 
provision  necessary  for  these  children,  and  1  venture  to 
hope  that  at  no  far  distant  date  definite  steps  will  be  taken 
to  deal  with  the  cripples. 


The  question  of  the  mental  defectives  is  a  much  wider 
one  and  one  which,  under  the  present  costly  system,  requires 
very  careful  handling.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  in  my 
opinion  the  sterilisation  of  these  children  would  relieve  the 
country  of  an  enormous  and  wasteful  expenditure  in  segrega¬ 
tion  and  very  poorly  productive  education. 

Mental  Deficients  are  extremely  prolific,  a  common 
cause  of  illegitimacy,  and  it  is  definitely  established  that 
each  succeeding  generation  is  mentally  worse  thati  the 
previous  one. 


TABLE  IV. 

Table  IV  records  the  treatment  caried  out  by  the  School 
Medical  Department  under  various  headings. 

Group  /,  which  refers  to  minor  ailments,  shows  an 
increase  of  40  over  last  year.  The  total  is  altered  in  its  detail 
and  the  percentages  are  not  comparable,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  the  number  of  children  treated  has  increased  by  3.8 
per  cent. 

Under  this  heading  is  included  the  treatment  of  ringworm. 
Only  two  cases  were  submitted  for  X-Ray  treatment  during 
the  year,  in  both  cases  good  results  were  obtained.  During 
the  year  a  new  treatment  of  the  less  wide-spread  cases  was 
started,  and  although  I  have  to  spend  from  15  to  20  minutes 
a  case  on  from  two  to  four  occasions,  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  a  very  substantial  reduction  in  the  period  of  exclusion 
has  been  effected, 
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Group  II  records  the  number  of  cases  of  visual  defects 
dealt  with  during  the  year,  and  shows  an  increase  of  47 
cases,  to  which  must  be  added  the  31  cases  dealt  with  by 
Dr.  Rudd,  and  referred  to  earlier  in  the  report.  The  number 
is  still  much  below  what  might  be  expected,  but  it  is  the 
constant  experience  of  the  staff  that  parents  neglect  to 
keep  appointments  made  for  the  examination  of  their  children 
for  spectacles. 

Group  III  records  the  number  of  cases  of  Throat 
Disease  (Tonsils  and  Adenoids)  treated  during  the  year. 
Although  the  number  is  smaller  than  last  year  there  was  a 
definite  increase  in  the  last  quarter,  subsequent  to  the  starting 
of  the  Special  Ear  and  Throat  session  at  the  Clinic. 

Group  I  V.  Dental.  The  number  of  children  inspected 
in  the  Schools  by  Mrs.  Hadley,  the  School  Dentist,  increased 
by  53.  The  percentage  of  children  found  by  her  to  be  in 
need  of  treatment  was  59  per  cent.,  a  reduction  of  3 ’6  per  cent. 
The  percentage  of  treatment  effected,  whether  of  these 
children,  children  referred  by  the  School  Medical  Officers 
or  casuals  was  47-8  per  cent,  an  increase  of  135  per  cent. 

The  number  of  sessions  devoted  to  inspections  are  two 
in  excess  of  last  year,  and  those  devoted  to  treatment  are 
18  in  excess. 

There  was  an  increase  of  84  in  the  number  of  attendances 
made  by  the  children. 

The  total  number  of  operations  ( i.e .  Extractions,  Fillings, 
and  Dressings)  was  3879,  being  147  in  excess  of  last  year. 
There  was  an  increase  of  general  anesthetics  for  extractions 
of  43. 

My  remarks  in  last  year’s  report  with  regard  to  the 
discrepancy  in  the  attendances  and  treatment  in  the  various 
schools  unfortunately  still  holds  good,  and  I  am  sorry  to 
report  that  on  many  occasions  the  Dentist’s  time  is  wasted 
waiting  for  children  for  whom  appointments  have  been  made 
and  who  fail  to  come  up  for  treatment. 

The  reduction  in  the  charge  from  6d.  to  3d.  an  attendance 
has  had  its  effect,  but  it  is  still  very  noticeable  that  from 
the  schools  where  the  teachers  take  an  interest  in  the  dental 
inspection  a  much  larger  proportion  of  children  come  up  for 
treatment  than  from  those  schools  where  the  Dentist’s  visit  is 
looked  upon  as  interference  with  the  school  routine. 
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Group  V.  This  group  records  the  inspections  for 
uncleanliness  and  verminous  conditions.  It  is  very  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  that  out  of  36,058  separate  inspections  of 
children  there  are  only  1,132  records  of  uncleanly  conditions, 
i.e.  3T4  per  cent.  When  it  is  realised  that  each  school 
was  inspected  three  times  and  that  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  children  found  unclean  on  the  first  occasion  were 
again  found  unclean  at  subsequent  visits,  it  will  be  obvious 
that  the  actual  percentage  of  unclean  children  is  even  less 
than  3T4  per  cent. 


TABLE  V. 

This  Table  sets  out  the  number  of  Hospital  Notes 
purchased  by  the  Committee,  and  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  used. 

May  I  be  permitted  once  more  to  place  on  record  my 
personal  appreciation  of  the  care  taken  by  the  Honorary 
Officers  at  the  various  Hospitals  in  dealing  with  cases  which 
have  been  referred  to  them  by  me,  and  of  the  valuable 
reports  which  have  been  sent  me. 


SCHOOL  NURSES. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Committee  for  the  additional  payment  of  £75  per  annum 
to  the  District  Nursing  Association,  for  which  the  Association 
undertook  to  supply  a  nurse  for  two  additional  sessions  at 
the  School  Clinic,  namely,  dental  treatment  session  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  and  the  ear  clinic  on  Thursday  afternoon, 
and  also  to  increase  the  amount  of  following  up  and  home 
nursing.  This  increase  did  not  take  effect  until  the  1st 
October,  and  the  full  effect  thereof  is  not  seen  in  the  figures 
submitted,  but  I  am  satisfied  that  a  very  considerable 
increase  of  following  up  has  taken  place,  and  that  the  number 
of  refusals  of  treatment  for  dental,  ear  and  throat,  and  eye 
cases  has  been  reduced.

The  number  of  sessions  and  number  of  children  seen  is 
lower  than  last  year  in  that  the  clinics  were  closed  for  elections 
in  May  one  day,  for  Wembley  visit  in  June  two  days, 
Education  Week  in  October  six  days,  election  in  November 
one  day,  making  a  total  reduction  of  about  40  sessions  over 
which  the  School  Medical  Service  had  no  control. 


REMEDIAL  EXERCISES. 

The  work  of  this  department  of  the  School  Medical 
Service  has  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  last  year.  The 
results  obtained  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  figures  that  the  classes  of  cases 
dealt  with  are  much  as  before,  the  number  of  children  ap¬ 
proximately  the  same,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  the 
increase  of  nearly  150  attendances.

As  in  previous  years,  it  has  been  the  custom  to  submit 
many  cases  to  the  Remedial  Clinic  on  their  discharge  from  the 
Fever  Hospital,  in  order,  by  means  of  massage  and  carefully 
regulated  physical  exercises,  to  improve  the  tone  of  the  heart 
and  the  body  muscles  after  an  attack  of  acute  infectious  fever, 
and  so  shorten  the  period  of  convalescence. 


TABLE  VI. 

Table  VI.  sets  out  figures  of  Routine  Inspections  at 
the  Municipal  Secondary  School.  During  the  year  Dr. 
Hamilton  and  Dr.  Uns worth  carried  on  inspections  at  the 
Secondary  School  each  Monday  morning  from  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year.  The  total  number  of  children  seen 
was  243  boys  and  221  girls — 464,  and  among  those  63  defects 
were  found  in  boys,  and  75  in  girls,  which  required  treatment, 
while  114  defects  in  boys  and  143  defects  in  girls  were  marked 


down  for  observation.  In  one  or  two  instances  defects 
of  teeth  were  sent  to  the  School  Clinic  to  be  dealt  with,  in 
the  remainder  of  cases  the  parents  were  notified  of  the 
defect  and  requested  to  make  their  own  arrangements  to 
have  them  remedied.  From  the  Table  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  most  common  defects  were  under  the  headings  Vision, 
and  Dental  Caries. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  140  children 
absent  due  to  Infectious  Diseases,  mainly  due  to  Whooping 
Cough,  Measles,  and  a  certain  amount  of  Diphtheria.  The 
number  rose  fairly  rapidly  to  200  in  the  middle  of  March, 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  remaining  at  about  the  same 
level,  but  Mumps  coming  to  the  foreground  in  three  of 
the  Schools.  From  this  date  there  was  a  rapid  fall  in  the 
absence  to  40  in  July,  most  of  which  were  due  to  Measles, 
the  figure  remaining  between  40  and  50  until  just  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  when  there  was  a  rise  to  90  owing  to  an  outbreak 
of  Chicken  Pox,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever. 

It  should  be  realised  that  all  the  figures  mentioned 
include  not  only  those  actually  suffering  from  the  disease, 
but  those  who  were  excluded  as  contacts. 

The  close  touch  between  the  Health  Department  and 
School  Medical  Staffs  and  Attendance  Officers  has  continued, 
and,  as  in  previous  years,  a  considerable  number  of  Diphtheria 
contacts  were  swabbed,  and  in  this  way  the  quarantine  period 
of  absence  was  reduced. 


PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

The  provision  of  breakfasts  was  discontinued  during 
the  year. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  schools  was  well 
maintained,  and  there  was  a  slight  improvement  in  the 
condition  of  the  trough  closets.  In  some  of  the  older  schools 
where  the  lighting  is  not  satisfactory,  improvement  has 
been  made  by  whitewashing  the  adjoining  buildings. 
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HEALTH,  EDUCATION  AND  BABY  WEEK. 

During  these  celebrations  in  October,  lectures  on  Dental 
Hygiene  were  given  to  the  elder  scholars  in  13  of  the  schools 
by  Mr.  H.  C.  Birch,  A.R.S.I.,  who  in  the  previous  year 
lectured  to  5  of  the  schools. 

In  the  remaining  5  schools,  not  visited  by  Mr.  Birch, 
this  year  lectures  were  given  by  Dr.  Hamilton  and  myself  ; 
Dr.  Hamilton’s  subject  being  “  Food  and  Food  Value,” 
while  I  dealt  with  the  way  in  which  the  children  themselves 
could  assist  the  Medical  Officers  in  improving  their  physique 
and  maintaining  their  health. 

All  these  lectures  were  very  appreciatively  received, 
and  I  am  convinced  that  they  were  of  considerable  value. 

The  assistance  given  by  the  teachers  and  the  scholars 
has  already  been  referred  to,  and  must  have  a  lasting  effect 
upon  the  health,  not  only  of  the  school  child,  but  of  the 
whole  population  of  the  town. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

The  appended  report  of  the  supervisors  of  Physical 
Education  once  more  records  very  satisfactory  progress. 

The  interest  taken  by  the  teachers  in  this  section  of 
Education  is  very  well  displayed  by  the  number  who  volun¬ 
tarily  attend  the  special  teachers  classes. 

The  result  of  the  work  of  the  Supervisors  and  the 
Teachers  was  demonstrated  to  many  parents  during  the 
Education  Week,  at  the  display  of  physical  training  which 
was  given  at  the  West  Bromwich  Albion  Football  Club 
ground,  and  also  at  the  displays  and  explanations  of  physical 
exercises  given  in  the  Town  Hall  in  conjunction  with  the 
lecture  programme. 

The  team  work  in  the  schools  is  rapidly  having  its 
effect  on  the  morale  and  esprit  de  corps  of  the  schools. 

I  would  like  specially  to  draw  attention  to  the  Super¬ 
visors’  remarks  with  regard  to  playing  fields,  and  to  commend 
them  on  the  splendid  coaching  which  is  given  in  National 
Games.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  realise  that  physical 
training  takes  such  a  prominent  part  in  modern  education 
and  is  so  splendidly  carried  out  in  this  Borough. 
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REPORT  ON  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION,  1924.

(а)  Physical  Training. — During  the  year,  1924,  a 
distinct  advancement  in  Physical  Education  has  been  made, 
this  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  re-organisation  of  the  Teachers’ 
Classes,  from  which  approximately  speaking  160  teachers 
of  both  sexes  derived  benefit.  The  majority  of  teachers 
shew  marked  ability  and  enthusiasm  for  this  subject,  as  is 
made  evident  by  the  growing  keenness  shewn  by  the  children 
in  their  Organised  Games  and  Physical  Education. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  Physical  Education 
played  an  important  part  in  the  programme  of  work  through¬ 
out  the  Education  Week,  which  was  held  in  October,  1924, 
A  proportionate  percentage  of  children  equal  to  the  numerical 
strength  of  the  respective  schools  took  part  in  the  Massed 
Displays  at  the  Hawthorns,  and  in  other  items  during 
the  week.  The  success  of  this  branch  of  the  work  was 
largely  due  to  the  loyal  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers 
and  Teachers  of  the  Borough. 

His  Majesty’s  Inspectors  in  Physical  Education  visited 
the  Borough  during  the  early  and  later  parts  of  1924,  and 
saw  work  in  progress  at  many  of  the  schools  and  their 
reports  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee. 

(б)  Team  Spirit. — That  is  to  say  the  organisation 
of  a  class  of  children  under  its  own  team  leaders,  who  work 
together  and,  in  competition  with  other  teams.  This 
work  has  been  further  established. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  co-operative  method  of 
working  inculcates  that  public  spirit  which  is  so  necessary 
in  the  general  character  training  of  the  child. 

Demonstrations  illustrating  this  particular  feature  of 
the  work  have  been  given  by  the  Organisers  during  the  year. 
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The  Board  of  Education  published  in  1924  a  pamphlet 
dealing  with  the  “Team  Spirit”  in  Physical  Education,  sum¬ 
moning  up  its  Educational  Value  and  methods  of  introduction 
and  treatment.  A  copy  of  the  pamphlet  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  all  Head  Teachers  throughout  the  Borough. 

(c)  Organised  Games. — A  considerable  effort  has  been 
made  to  establish  a  progressive  system  of  simple  Organised 
Playground  Games  such  as  Post  Ball,  Rugby  Touch,  Skittle 
Ball,  Circular  Skittle  Ball,  Volley  Ball,  Captain  Ball,  Stool 
Ball,  Long  Ball  and  many  others,  with  a  view  to  promoting 
keenness,  agility  and  alertness,  which  are  essential  features 
in  the  playing  of  National  Games. 

It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  the  only  field  accommo¬ 
dation  for  approximately  13,000  Elementary  School  Children 
is  the  Jesson  Fields  and  one  or  two  other  pieces  of  land 
which  are  maintained  by  the  schools  themselves.  This 
provision  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  all,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  the  very  near  future  the  Public  Park  will 
be  available  to  the  children  for  the  playing  of  Organised 
Ball  Games. 

Coaching  in  various  departments  of  Athletics  was 
continued  by  the  Teachers  in  the  various  school  playgrounds. 

Friendly  Inter-School  matches  in  football  and  net  ball 
were  played  under  supervision. 

(■ d )  Dancing. — This  continues  to  shew  very  satisfactory 
progress,  and  is  undoubtedly  an  important  branch  of  the 
work  in  Physical  Education  both  for  girls  and  boys. 

Various  displays  in  Scandinavian,  National,  Country 
and  Morris  Dancing  were  given  by  the  girls  and  Mixed 
(girls  and  boys)  sets  throughout  the  year. 

(e)  Clothing. — The  children  themselves  realize  that 
it  is  better  to  do  their  training  wearing  only  loose  and  light 
clothing.  The  outer  garments  are  nearly  always  removed 
and  tight  fitting  clothes  loosened.  A  fair  porportion  of 
the  children  wear  Gym.  Shoes,  but  this  is  of  course  rather 
an  expensive  item  to  some,  and  they  are  therefore  unable 
to  supply  themselves  with  shoes. 

(/)  Swimming. — Land  drill  was  continued  in  the 
Spring  Term  as  in  previous  years,  the  good  work  done 
there  is  evident  as  will  be  seen  by  the  results. 
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The  “  Kenrick  Shield  ”  was  won  by  the  Hill  Top  Boys’ 
School,  whose  result  at  the  end  of  the  season  was  as  follows — 

52  boys  passed  1  length  test. 

2  boys  passed  1  width  test 

Total  number  of  learners — 59  boys. 

This  is  a  splendid  result.  Spon  Lane  Boys’  School 
was  a  good  second. 

Lodge  Estate  Girls’  School  won  the  “  Helen  Caddick  ” 
Shield,  beating  Hill  Top  Girls’  School  by  a  narrow  margin.
